The 
examiner maintains that the pattern matching of the XSLT specification is transformation specific (i.e., the patterns map the specific nodes 
of the input document to the specific templates necessary to produce the specific output nodes), and the templates of the XSLT 
specification are transformation generic, as more than one template may match a given node. Applicant's arguments amount to a general 
description of purported benefits of the invention in terms of the discussion contained in the specification rather than a specific assertion 
that the language of the claims distinguishes the invention over the XSLT specification. Although the claims are interpreted in light of the 
specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims.
